No More Bodies Taken Qut of 
the Wrecked Pit Near 
Cherry, Illinois, 


STUBBORNNESS CAUSED 
DEATH OF THE RESCUERS 


Engineer Followed Implicitly 
the Orders of His Superiors, 
and Six Members of the Res- 
cue Party Perished While on 
Their Mission of Mercy. 


Cherry, Ill., November 14.—Nearly 
four hundred human beings, men and 
boys, it is now believed, are dead, or 
perishing, in the St. Paul mine here, 
though experts, who succeeded in 
penetrating the smoke-filled air shaft 
to a depth of 300 feet late today, re- 
turned with a ray of hope for the 
grief-stricken relatives of the entomb- 
ed victims. 

That the fire has been extinguished 
was the conclusion of mining experts 
and inspectors sent here by Governor 
Deneen to investigate the calamity 
and its causes. For more than thirty 
hours the prisoners have been sub- 
jected to smoke-filled veins. 

Some Men May Be Alive. 

That life could exist under the ter- 
rible conditions apparent is doubted 
Dy many, but because no trace of 
high temperature was found in the 
depths of the mine today, friends of 
the miners and even officials of the 
company, have hope that the victims 
may have found safety in some recess 
of the mine. 

A. J. Earling, president of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road Company, who has not slept 
Since arriving on the scene of the 
catastrophe, received an encouraging 
report after heroic. efforts had been 
made today to open the mine for the 
release of the entombed men, or the 
discovery of the much-feared mass of 
dead. 

From the son of one of the missing 
miners, John Reid, the railroad presi- 
dent heard that a concussion of the

Steamers Onda and LaSeyne 
Collide Near Singapore and 
Latter Goes Uown, 


FROM JAWS QF SHARKS 
G1 PERSONS ARE RESCUED 


Many of Those Rescued Were 
Bitten by Sharks --- Collision 
Occurred at 4 O’Clock in the 
Morning, and the Victims 
Were Caught Asleep in Their 
Berths. 


Singapore, November 14.—The mail 
steamer La Seyne, of the Messageries 
Maritimes Service, running between 
Java and Singapore, and on her way to 
this port, was in collision early this 
morning with the steamer Onda, of the 
British-India Line, and sank within 
two minutes. 

Seven European passengers, 
ing Baron and Baroness Beniczky, the 
captain of La Seyne, five European of- 
ficers and eighty-eight others, compris- 
ing native passengers and members of 
the crew, were drowned. 

From the Jaws of Sharks. 

The rescue of sixty-one persons, 
practically from the jaws of shoals 
of sharks, formed a thrilling incident 
of the wreck.

Signals Are Heard. 


“I've heard signals from the men,” 
young Reid said excitedly. 

Farmers whose land is over the 
southern end of the mine also felt 
Several concussions of the earth this 
afternoon. There were several shocks, 
and the meni\who felt them are con- 
vinced that they were shots fired by 
the imprisoned miners. to signal to the 
people above that they still live. “Do 
they mean that, or that the miners 
have decided to end their agony?” 
asked the railroad president. “I have 
heard of cases where miners had ended 
their torture in such a manner. Still, 
it would not be probable, were those 
men alive, that they would resort to 
such a thing so soon.” 

This glimmer of light to the darken- 
ed homes in Cherry tonight followed 
other encouraging, though doubtful, 
theories of some of the experts, that 
the entombed hundreds may not have 
been suffocated, and that oxygen 
enough remains in the veins to keep 
them alive until the shafts may be re- 
opened, the draft fans put in opera- 
tion and rescuing parties sent into the 
dark recesses of the earth. 


Rescue Parties Formed. 


After the third attempt to explore 
the conditions iate today, R. Y. Wil- 
liams, of Urbana, Ill., of the United 
States geological survey, who superin- 
tended the work of volunteer explorers, 
protected ith oxygen caps and ap- 
paratus, telegraphed to Urbana for 
more of the apparatus. 

This is expected to arrive on an 
early train tomorrow and a score of 
men have volunteered to accompany 
the exeprts and mining inspectors into 
the shaft, which was opened late to- 
day. Three times William and Henry 
Smith, one of the volunteers, were low- 
ered into the mine in a bucket. Each 
time they succeeded in penetrating 
deeper into the mysterious cavern 
Fach time they were assured that the 
temperature was bearable. 

Though it was impossible to open 
the sealed main shaft and exit of the 
mine today, the state inspectors have 
announced toO Mine Superintendent 
Steele that they felt assured definite 
results could be secured tomorrow. 

When explorations were abondoned 
tonight. ‘t was announced that the 
men fitted with the oxygen would 
resume operations as early as possible. 


List of the Missing Men. 


The list of the missing men was com- 
piled today in the offices of the mining 
company, and it reached the total of 
$85. including the dead whose bodies 
were taken from the burning cages 
Saturday afternoon. It wag declared 
to be probable that this list might be 
increased. One hundred and seventy 
men who entered the mines 
Saturday morning have been 
accounted for. The company had 
scores of tracers at work today round- 


ing up the employees and at nightfall | 


the officials admitted that the num- 
ber of men imprisoned was g@reater 
than they first had believed to be pos- 
sible. 

Among the missing are many Ameri- 
cans, who have lived for years and 
reared their familfes in Illinols. Though 
the majority of the miners are foreign- 
born, yet all had therr nomes here. or 
in the perrounding towns and vil- 
lages. 

Cherry today was the mecca for 
thousands of persons and before noon 
the St. Paul mine was surrounded by 
an almost uncontrollable mob. 

Officials ear'y in the day swore 
in a number of deputies to handle the 
crowd. Trains from Streater, Mendo- 
ta, Ladd, Spring Valley, LaSalle, Ot- 
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The accident occurred about 4 o’clock 
in the morning in a thick ‘haze. The 
vessels were steaming at good speed 
and the Seyne was cut almost in half. 
There was no time for panic, nor for 
any attempt on the part of the officers 
of the foundering steamer to get out 
the boats. The majority of those on 
board were caught in their berths and 
carried down with the vessel, 

Rescue Work Thrilling. 

The force of the collision brought 
the Onda to almost a dead stop, and 
her engines were at once slowed and 
boats lowered. The rescue work 
proved thrilling, for not only was the 
rescuing parties impeded by the dark, 
but shoals of sharks were already at- 
tacking those clinging to pieces of 
wreckage in the water. 

Sixty-one persons from the fill- 
fated steamer were finally dragged 
into the boats and brought by the 
Onda to this port. Many of them had 
been bitten by sharks, and several 
were severely injured. 


CHIEF OF POLICE

Police Secretary of Buenos 
lAyres Also Murdered.

Buenos Avres, November 14.—The 
chief of police of Buenos Ayres, Senor 
Falcon. and the police secretary, were 
assassinated today while driving in 
Callao street. . ; 

A man, suposed to be a Russian 
anarchist, but not yet identified, sud- 


denly sprang from a_ secluded spot 
where he had been in waiting and 


threw a bomb directly under the car- 


riage. 

The vehicle was blown to pieces and 
both Senor Flacon and the secretary 
were terribly injured. They were 
carried to the sidewalk and later were 
transferred te a hospital, but both died 
shortly afterward. 

Immediately after throwing the 
bomb. the assasSin drew a revolver 


and shot himself. His wound. how- 
ever, is not expected to prove fatal.

LABOR UNIONS 
AND THE SALOONS 


Question Discussed by 
Federation Leaders. 


John Mitchell Declares That 
Organized _Labor Is Doing 
Much for Cause of Temper- 
ance --- Sale of Intoxicants 
Barred by the United Mine 


Workers. 


Toronto, Ontario, November 14.—The 
question of labor and the saloon was 
discussed this afternoon by prominent 
labor leaders at a big mass meeting 
in Massey hall. The Rev. Charles 
Stelzle, a fraternal delegate to the 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor from the Federal Coun- 
cil of thé Churches of Christ in Ameri- 
ca, presided, and made the principal 
address. The other speakers includ- 
ed Vice President John Mitchell and 
Treasurer John B. Lennon, of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
President Thomas L. Lewis, of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers of America. — 


Organized Labor and Temperance. 

Mr. Mitchell declared that organized 
labor, in its fight for better conditions 
for the wage-earner, is doing more to 
promote temperance then any other 
organization. He refuted the conten- 
tion that shorter hours of labor and 
increased wages result in added prof- 
its to the saloon. 

Mr. Lennon sald the liquor business 
lowers the standard of efficiency of 
the workingman, and prophesied that 
the time would come when the forces 
of labor would be arrayéd against the 
saloon. 

The United Mine Workers, Mr. Lew- 
is said, have prohibited their members 
from selling intoxicants, even at pic- 
nics. Education of the masses, he ar- 
gued, would go @ long way toward 
eradicating the liquor traffic. 

: Sslioon and Labor Hall. 

Rev. Mr. Stelzie, in his introductory 
address, declared that the saloon and 
the labor hall must be divorced. 

“In too many cities of the country, 
he said, “trades unionists are com- 
pelled to pass through the saloon in 
order to get to their meeting places, 
and woe be to the man who does not 
stop to take a drink. Many of the 
workingmen of America are helplessly 
in the power of those hall owners. 

“It is the duty of the municipality 
to provide centers which may be used 
for the gathering places of the peo- 
ple in their organizations. 

“To the task of labor temple build- 
ing. organized labor may well direct 
itself. Such a movement would - 
organized labor a. dignity not, 
achieved in our American life,”

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BOMBS THROWN 
AT LORD MINTO 


Ahmedabad, British India, November 
14.—Lorg Minto, the viceroy of Indla, 
and Lady Minto had a narrow escape 
yesterday from being killed by bombs. 
They were driving through one of the 
streets, when, without warning, two 
bombs were thrown at their carriage. 
A dragoon, who was riding alongside, 
spurred forward and, with outstretched 
saber.” intercepted the _ first bomb, 
hurling it some little distance away 
a sand heap. The second bomb 
struck the viceroy’s jemidar, a native 
lieutenant, who was holding an um- 
brella over Lady Minto, and fell harm- 
lessly to the ground. 

Neither bomb exploded, as the soft 
On examina- 
tion, they were found to contain picric 
acid. Just prior to this, as the car- 
riage passed through on the streets. a 
bomb exploded some little distance 
away. Police and others attracted by 
the explosion ran up and found @ man 
on the ground with his hand blown 
off. He proved to be an innocent by- 
stander. The bomb throwers made 
their escape in the excitement, and as

Authorities to Interfere. 

Profoundly stirred by the fatality, 
the district coroner has sworn &@ spe- 
cial jury of prominent citizens, whose 
duty it will be to suggest, if possible,- 
some modification of the rougher fea- 
tures of the game, and to look into 
the question of alleged police brutal- 
ity and indifference following the ac- 
cident. 

This morning in the university chap- 
el the entire undergraduate body knelt 
and prayed for the repose of the soul 
of young Christian. 

In addition to the alleged indiffer- 
ence of the police following the acei- 
dent. it is charged that Andrew Chris- 
tian, a brother of the injured Man, 
clad in a football Sttit, whtle endeavor- 
ing to accompany the patrol wagon in 
'which his brother had been laid, was 
roughly mistreated by a policeman, 
‘the latter striking and shoving him 
‘off the rear step. This matter also will 
be looked into thoroughly by the police 
department.

ception of our common sense or s0- 
called “Golden Rule Policy” in the po- 
lice départment of the city of Cleve- 
land on January 1, 1908, I have been 
asked by various interests just what 
our policy is, and what it does for the 
people of this community. The real 
intent of the law is not to punish‘ or 
disgrace, but to prevent violations. 
Therefore, it aims not to place anyone 
behind prison bars until it is shown 
ihat the person to be arrested is the 
person who really violated the law, 
and that the police have sufficient 
evidence—beyond a reasonable doubt— 
1o satisfy any competent judge that 
the person under arrest has violated 
the law. It affords persons an_oppor- 
tunity to explain before being put be- 
hind prison bars, as well as after- 
wards. According to our plan, we do 
not make arrests where they would do 
more harm than good. It makes the 
policeman the first judge, and it is 
upon his testimony and judgment that 
the final judge must come to a con- 
clusion as to what penalty to impose; 
there should be no reasonable question 
as to the guilt, and who dares say that 
a policeman should not use discretion? 

This golden rul epolicy adds char- 
acter to the force and gets away from 
the old idea, that the police are 
brutes and simply persecute people. It 
is a newer and better justice. It never 
caters to crime criminals. It en- 
courages and never discourages men 
The police force is for the prevention 
of crime, the capturing of criminals 
and those who make their living by 
criminal means and practices, and for 
the aid and convenience of the pubic. 
Not for the purpose of causing tie 
weak, the thoughtless and unwise and 
their innocent relatives to suffer and 
be disgraced. 

Through the “golden rule” plan, we 
have reduced the arrests for intoxica- 
tion alone from 49,738, during the 
years 1905, 1906 and 1907, under the 
old and general custom of making ar- 
rests (an average of over 16,500 per 
year, and the arrests were growing 
larger in number each year), to 3,492 
for 1908,

Through years of study and observ- 
ation we were thoroughly familiar 
with the fact that the evii of indis- 
criminate methods of making whole- 
sale arrests in first and minor viola- 
tions, as in cases of intoxication, not 
only greatly enhanced the possibility 
of a large number of “second offend- 
ers.’ but proved conclusively that their 
arrest and arraignment had accom- 
plished positive harm. The innocent 
wives, children, mothers, fathers, 
sisters and relatives were the suffer- 
ers, and very often they were deprived 
of even the™necessary food to sustain 
them after the loss of time from work, 
lawyers’ and witnesses’ fees, profes- 
sional bondsmen, besides the vartous 
ways Of pretending, blackmalling bor- 
iticians in levying upon the oppress- 
ed, through their willingness to sell 
influence which they do not command. 
This practice we have done away with, 
und dive-Keepers, grafters, gamblers, 
harlots and suspicious persons have 
received our undivided attention, with 
the result that the strict police sur- 
vellance we have been able to main- 
tain toward this class, has made it al- 


‘ 


most impossible for them to operate in 
Cleveland. 

With the reduction of arrests of mi- 
nor or first offenders, we have also 
increased the arrests of real criminals 
and who make thelr living by 
criminal means and practices, until 
now we have less actual crime com- 
mitted in this city than for a great 
many years previous to the 4€dontion 
of our policy. Our total arrests nave 
been reduced from 23,484 and 223,102 
for the first nine months of the years 
1906 and 1907 resepctively, to 8,188 for 
the same period in 1908, and 4,363 for 
same time in 1909. 

Can vou imagine the great number 
of persons who have thus been sayed 
from disgrace and stigma of prison 
contamination? Can you even think 
that this policy has not produced grat- 
ifying results with the assistance that 
the police has shown petty offenders. 
or can anyone imagine any harm done 
the application of this policy?

I think there is no qual- 
ificaticn that a policeman can enjoy 
higher than that of sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the people, whom he 
is, from time to time, called upon to 
instruct, assist or restrain. This adds 
greatly to the honorable pride and 
self-respect of the policeman, by giv- 
ing him a rightful, judicial discretion 
in making arrests, because every po- 
lictman is in a certain sense a judge, 
and should and must have enough 
judgment to know when to arrest and 
when not. 


ANNUAL MEETING 
COMMISSIONERS 


Washington, November 14.—Mem- 
bers of the railroad commission of the 
various states are gathering here to 
take part in theannual convention of 
the Nation Association of Railroad 
Commissioners, which will meet Tues- 
day with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. A number of important re- 
commendations concerning changes 
and improvements in the existing law 
will be made. 

It is intimated that the delegates 
will ask congress to enlarge the pow- 
ers Of the interstate commerce com- 
mission so that it may exercise prac- 
tically final jurisdiction in cases aris- 
ing between railroads and shippers. 

There is likely to be some sharp de- 
bate on this proposition, however, as 
a number of the state delegations are 
declared to be averse to placing power 
in the hands of the federal body that 
will curtail their authority and ham- 
per the usefulness of the state com- 
missions.

This bulletin, according to those 
who have read it, is one of the most 
interesting which has recently been 
issued, It was prepared byAssisstant 
Commissioner of Agriculture R. F. 
Wright, who is in charge of the cam- 
paign to drive the cattle tick from 
Georgia, aSsissted by Prof. E. lL. 
Willoughby, director of the Burean of 
Live Stock and Animal Husbandry at 
the state experiment. station near 
Griffin. 

In addition to the laws on this sub- 
ject there is also contained the rules 
and regulations concerning cattle tick 
and Texas tick fever. promulgated by 
. ee, 
into effect in 


Hudson. which went 


On October 1, 1909. There 
is a history of the tick and also the 
fevers which have so greatly retarded 
the cattle raising industry up to this 
date. 

But perhaps the most interesting 
section of this bulletin is under the 
caption: “How to free cattle and pas- 
tures of ticks,” which contains the 
most improved methods of combating 
this growing evil, the most methods 
being outlined as follows: 

Greasing the animals all over thor- 
oughly with cotton seed oil, fish ofl. 
or Beaumont crude petroleum will as- 
sist in preventing the ticks from get- 
ting upon them and destroy the ticks 
already on them. A mixture of 1 gal. 
lon of kerosene, 1 gallon of cotton 
seed oil, and 1 pound of sulphur has 
proved effective when used two or 
three times a week during the tick 
season. It should be applied with a 
sponge, syringe, brushh, mop or broom. 

The bulletin is handsomely illus- 
trated and is sure to make a distinct 
hit among those into whose hands it 
falls.

A tobacco pouch was the means of 
saving the lives of John Phillips and 
Edward Surrock, miners in the sec- 
ond vein.

We prate of the prose and commercialism of our age, and right here 
along the giant vertebrae of the Appalachians is a continuous romance of 
the remirants of the purest of the original stock that peopled this country, 
left to work out its destiny, penalized by the isolation of the Blue Ridge and 


the Great Smoky Mountains and other ranges of that chain that links north | 


and south like a great sprawling serpent. 
S. F. Harkins, of Nashville, speaks of this segregated Appalachian prin- 


cipality to a reporter of The Washington Heraid, as follows: 
This mountain regien, extending from the Pennsylvania line to northern 
Georgia and Agibame, with an extent east and west of from 100 to 200 miles, 
contains a popuiatior cr several millions, almost exclusively whites, and almost 
exclusively descendants of Mnglish and Scotch settlers in the coonies before the 
war of the revolution. slany of these people settled originally along the tide- 
water counties of Pernsylvania, Virginia and the Carolina, but they pushed on 
toward the mountains, especially after the revolution, in which they bore a 
leuding part. Some of them pasged on over the fertile lands of Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and even Qhio, but the gratr number remained in the mountains, where 


they are still in a state of arrested development.

It is in referring to a universal educational movement, now just begin- 
ning to stir in this vast territory, that Mr. Haskins is led to analyze the Man- 
ner in which the tides of the nigher civilization have swept over and around 
the mountaihs, caving among them the residue of the most uncontaminated 
specimens of the race.

MEET AND NAME OFFICERS

The Virginia Military Institute Alum- 
ni Association of Atlanta perfected its 
permanent organization at Engineer 
Baylor’s office, 1633 Candler, by elect- 
ing the following officers for the 
year: President Wm. C. Grasty, vice 
president, Col. Blair D. Taylor, M. D.; 
Secretary and treasurer, H. B. Baylor. 

Thirty-one members were enrolled 
during the session, and each one pres- 
ent told of other Atlanta residents 
who had been cadets at the institute, 
each having expressed good will for 
the organization and a desire to be- 
come members of the alumni associa- 
tion.. 

By resolution, May 15 was designated 
a@s the date of the annual méetings of 
the association, these meetings to be 
in the nature of social gatherings. 
The date selected was due to the fact 
that it was on May 15. 1864, that the 
V. M. I. cadet corps, under leadership 
of General Breckenridge, ©. S. A., ma- 
terially assisted in the defeat of the 
federal troops under General Franz 
Seige], U. S. A.. at New Market, in the 
historic Shenandoah Valley. In that 
corps of grayv-clad bovs were lads. who 
today would have been wearing knick- 
erbockers instead of carrying muskets, 
Cartridge boxes and rifles. 

Grasty Was Third-Year Man. 

President Grasty was a third-year 
man and was way down in his ‘teens 
when he followed Col. Shipp, command- 
ant of the corps and superintendent 
of the institute. down the valley 
through Staunton and Harrisonburg, to 
join the confederate forces under Gen- 
eral Breckenridge. 

Blair D. Taylor. vice president of the 
association, is now a colonel in the 
regular army. and will be retired be- 
cause of age limit within a short time. 
After the close of the war between 
the states, Colonel Taylor returned to 
his studies and was graduated from 


the University of Virginia as an M. ID. 
Subsequently he accepted a surgeoncy 


Bruffey. 


in the United States army, and there 
he has remained since, having served 
in Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines. Colonel Taylor is at- 
tached to the 17th regiment now sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson. 

H. B. Baylor, who was chosen secre- 
tary and treasurer, is one of Atlanta's 
rising and successful civil engineers, 
and has a large list of friends through- 
out the south, as well as in Atlanta. 

During the meeting the white-haired 
members of the gathering reminisced 
on that afternoon struggle when that 
kid corps led the way up the slope on 
the southern end of the Mimms bot- 
toms right into the mouths of the 
historic Von Kleizer battery, a federal 
command that prided itself on a rec- 
ord without defeat. It was that charge 
and the work of those kKnee-breeches 
lads that sent Seigel and his army, 
sixty thousand strong. racing down 
that valley turnpike over which the 
New York-Atlanta Broadway-to-White- 
hall run was recently made, 

Von Kleizer himself stood by his 
guns until there was not a man in 
blue with him. All about him were 
kids in gray working to turn the Von 
Kleizer guns upon the forces which 
had brought them to that point of 
vantage. With blood streaming from 
an ugly wound on his face, the scar 
ever remaining, Von Kleizer is said 
to nave cried as he handed his sword 
to a V. M. I. cadet officer. 

“It was a square fight. No good 
soldier objects to defeat in an open, 
an honest fight. But for men, grown- 
up men, men who are veterans, to be 
licked by a crowd of schoolboys; 
that’s another thing altogether.” 

And here Major Von Kleizer, accord- 
ing to historians, broke down and 
bending over one of his vanquished 
guns, cried like a child. He was given 
his parole on the field ofr battle, and 
after the -war was over located in 
Harrisonburg, eighteen miles from the 
battlefield from which schoolboys had 
driven him.

TILLMAN $10 
WILL NOT DOWN 


Editor Gonzales Tartly 
Censures the Senator. 


For Refusing to Pay $10 for a 
Seat at the Taft Banquet. 
Gonzales Says Tillman Is Al- 
ways Trying to Get Some- 
thing for Nothing. 


Columbia, 8S. C.. November 14.—The 
incident of the refusal of Senator 
Tillman to attend the luncheon given 
President Taft in Columbia, the sub- 
ject of newspaper discussion through- 
out South Carolina, has a_ second 
chapter in a statement made today 
by William E. Gonzales, editor of The 
State, who, with Governor Ansel and 
Mayor Reamer, of Columbia. consti- 
tutéd the central committee in charge 
of the president’s entertainment. 

Senator Tillman alleged wat in in- 
viting him to pay $10 for his plate, 
“decency” and “self-respecting hos- 
pitality’ were violated. In a public 
address on Friday last, Senator Till- 
man repeated these allegations. 


Statement by Gonzales. 

The committee declined to. speak 
until the president had come and gone. 
In his statement, Mr. Gonzales says 
he objected to the entertainment of 
the president at the governor's man- 
sion, as Governor Ansel proposed, be- 
cause Mr. Taft had been invited here 
by state and city, and his entertain- 
ment should be state-wide in its sig- 
nificance. A substitute proposal of a 
public function, with officials, the ju- 
diciary, men of learning and of worthy 
achievement from all prts of the 
state to be invited to be hosts, was 
accepted. There were no “guests,” ex- 
cept the president’s party. 

This, according to the committee's 
idea, would be an additional honor to 
the president and an honor for the 
hosts. None objected but Tillman. 
That Columbia did not stand upon 
the cost is shown, according to Gon- 
zales, in the cheerful expenditure of 
many thousands of dollars in other 
manifestations of greeting to the 
president. 

Tillman Tartly Censured. 
The committeeman tartly censures 
Senator Tillman's letter, considering 
“grotesque” his “essaying the role of 
a Ward McAllister.” 
Mr. Gonzales recalls that the sen- 
ator attended a banquet in his honor 
in Charleston, and, according to his 
own account, “took the hide off his 
hosts and rubbed in salt.” He also 
says something about a “notorious 
lack of courtesy and refinement,” and 
concludes: 

“When it comes to maintaining the 
good name of South Carolina, for 
which he now essays to be jealous, 
Tillman’s display of an appetite for 
getting something for nothing or 
much for little, which had its’. in- 
cipient manifestation when he was 
governor in the cultivation of a pri- 
vate oat crop at public expense, and 
its latest development in the Oregon 


land affair, might be detailed as 
startling inconsistency between the 
word and the deed.”

Dr. Len G. Broughton Declares Refusal a Silent Rebuke 


to Habit of Wining 


Distinguished Guests 


In Prohi States. 


“Recently President Taft has made 
a tour of our southern country, includ- 
ing sOme points.in our own “°state. 
Wherever he has gone he has made a 
great impression as a statesman and 
a courteous gentleman. The fact is, no 
president has ever impressed himself 
as a gentleman more forcibly uporn our 
than has Mr. Taft. He has 
at all times a man of the finest 
manners and affable spirit. This last 
tour has been specially marked in this 

In this respect he hag by far 

his predecessor, whose repu- 
was not the best along this 
But, while this has been true, he 
impressed himself as a man 
of stern convictions, unwilling for his 
gz00d manners to lead him into that 
which he regards to be improper, and 
therefore not right. 

“In one of our Georgia cities there 
Was arranged a great swell reception 
for the president. It is not so very 
often that a dignitary of his caliber 
has chanced to stop in their midst; 
banquet was given. 
And, as a matter of course, the 4ar- 
rangements fell into the hands of a 
certain set who thought that no ban- 
quet coulg be complete unless there 
were costly wines and other 
iceants. Such an element, gomehow, has 
away of getting itself in the lead on 
such occasions, and it is a disgrace to 
the highest civilization of our com- 
munities. 

“But the president was equal to it, 
and when the time came for the wine 
drinking, the president simply re- 
fused. I taliked with a gentleman 
who was present, and he said it was 
the greatest silent rebuke he ever saw 
administered in all his life. This same 
gentleman said he had been present 
at a number of banquets given to Mr 
Taft, and he had never Known him to 
touch a drop of intoxicating drinks at 
any of them. 

“Now, I feel that the nature of this 
incident and the publicity that has 
been given it is of such a nature that 
we can well afford to dignify it with 
an evening from this pulpit. The les- 
sons that are taught by it are too im- 
portant to allow to pass without a no- 
tice. 

“In the first place, it suggests the un- 
necessariness of such a feature at our 
social functions. The president does 
not need it and does not partake of it, 
and therefore the little chaps that are 
not socially high enough to sit at his 
feet without a draft upon his gracedo 
not need it. I wish seriously that a few

To Be Sentenced for Contempt 
by U. S. Supreme Court for 
Allowing a Negro Rapist to Be 
Lynched --- Friends Crowded. 
About Gray-Haired Ex-Sheriff 


Chattanooga, Tenn., November 1!4.— 
“With the good wishes and kindly 
spirit of such a gathering as this to 
accompany me, I fee! that I am ready 
to face anything,” wags the final mes- 
sage of ex-Sheriff J. F. Shipp ag he 
boarded the tain for Washington this 
morning at 10:35 o’clock, whence he 
goes to receive sentence by the su- 
preme court for contempt, growing 
out of the lynching of Ed Johnson, a 
negre. 

A crowd of between 400 and 500, 
among them some of the most prom- 
inent men in Hamilton county, was 
assembled to witness the departure 
of the six defendants in the now fa- 
mous contempt case, ang to-:wish them 
good luck and a speedy return. All 
the men in the party, of course, had 
their friends, although the interest 
secr.ed to center in Captain Shipp. 

Friends Swarmed About. 

Friends swarmed around 
hairec veteran, and for'at least thirty 
minutes before the train left he was 
kept busy shaking hands and receiv- 
ing messages of good-will. 
heired veterans who had

ALL THE WORLD FEEDS 
ON RICE AND WHEAT 


Quantity of These Two Cereals 


Produced Differs but 
Little. 


Washington, November 14.—Rice 
forms the chief cereal food of about 
one-half of the world’s population, and 
wheat the chief cereal food of the 
other half. Curiously enough, the 
quanity of these two cereals produced 
apparently differs but little, the latest 
estimate placing the world’s rice crop 
at about 175 billion pounds, and the 
wheat crop at about 190 billion pounds, 

The above facts are presented in a 
bulletin from the department of com- 
merce and labor dealing with the re- 
markable increase in rice production 
in this country and with the markets 
offered for this particular commodity, 
especially in countries commercially 
adjacent to the United States. 

In the last decade the rice produc- 
tion in the United States has equaled 
that ofthe half century immediately 
preceding. 

Over 600,000,000 pounds were pro- 
duced in 1908, Louisiana and Texas 
together raising more than 90 per cent 
of the total. Even during the recent 
period of large domestic production, 
importations have continued at about 
the same rate as in former years, while 
the exports, save in one or two ex- 
ceptional vears, have been compara- 
tively small, thus suggesting a largely 
increased home consumption,

FELT BY MARKET 


Speculation in Stocks 
Limited Last Week. 


Demand for Currency to Move 
‘the Crops Results in Lessen- 
ing the Supply for Specula- 
tive Purposes--Money Position 
Abroad Somewhat Improved. 


New York. November 14,—The limi- 
tation of banking supplies held specu- 
lation in restraint last week. In its 
neglected condition the stock market 
was somewhat vulnerable to factors of 
depression and sentiment was hinged 
by this, in spite of the sustained 
growth of business activity and pros- 
perity. 

Plainly this very activity is having 
fts part in displacing credits which 
have been employed in holding stocks 
and transferring their use into commer- 
cial channels. The seasonable demand 
for currency to move the crops also 
makes its customary requirements on 
the banks at the reserve centers. Spec- 
ulation in stocks, meantime, is held 
in check and the forces employed for 
the protection of market prices seem 
content to keep operations quiet and 
to oppose attacks on the market until 
the money situation shall clear up. 
Only in the less conspicuous members 
of the stock list is there room for 
wider movements. 

Money Position Abroad. 

The money position abroad was re- 
garded as improved last week, by rea- 
son of the substantial recuperation in 
the condition of the Bank of England, 
which placed its proportion of reserved 
to Habilities above 50 per cent. The 
Bank of France and the Bank of Ger- 
many also made a material recovery 
from the effects of November 1 set- 
In London there was con- 
tinued anxiety over the money situa- 
| tion and no disposition to relinquish 
the efforts at contro! of the money 
market by the Bank of England. 

The exports of gold from New York, 
coupled with renewed demand from 
interior points for currency and the 
absorption into the subtreasury en- 
croached so far on the slender sur- 
plus reserve of the clearing house 
banks as to prompt some calling of 
loans, Which precipitated liquidation 
of stocks from time to time. Large 
new capital offerings await a relaxa- 
tion in the money market. 

The neglected speculation in stocks 
allowed leisure for great attention to 
some of the more distant problems to 
be met. The approaching session of 
congress and the resumption of a leg- 
islative and executive program against 
corporation activities, although fully 
understood, looks larger in financial 
attention with its nearer approach. 

The Wage Question. 

The series of demands made by rail- 
road employees for higher wages de- 
velops another question which threat- 
ens to grow in importance. Its im- 
portance is increased by the steady 
rise in prices of commodities and cost 
of living, which is a feature of the 
times. Aside from the various special 


causes involving shortage of supplies, 
which affect items of foodstuffs and 
clothing material, there is found a 
desultory discussion of the bearing on 
prices of the world’s unprecedented and 
sustained gold production. 

Some special attention has centered 
cn the copper industry by reason of 
heavy sales for export of the metal 
reported last week,and the many ru- 


mors current of a coming merger, or 
combination of the principal produc- 
ers of copper.

COMFORT IN THE HOME. 


The increasingly cool “snaps” 
should serve to remind the farmer— 
and other householders as well—of 
the approach of winter and of the im- 
portance of providing for the comfort 
and convenience of the family and the 
protection of domestic animals from 
cold, rain and wind. There ought not 
to be any necessity for the women of 
the household to go out-of-doors for 
any purpose whatever, and especially 
for such every-day matter as fue! for 
the heater or fireplaceor kitchen stove, 
water for all purposes, etc. It ought 
not to be a reproach (but it certainly 
is) on many southern farmers that 
no provision is made for a regular and 
bountiful supply of dry fuel for al) 
purposes, plenty of kindling, fire- 
places and stoves in good shape for 
effective use. If not equipped with 
waterworks that will furnish water 
by the turning of a faucet, the well 
shou!d at least be as nearly inside the 
house as may be practicable, even 
if it must be filled up and a new one 
dug. This leadsto the side remark that 
many if not a majority of the farms in 
the south present natural facilities for 
a cheap and convenient system of wa- 
terworks for the abundant supply of 
all needs in dwelling, barn yard, 
garden and door yard. Some homes in 
the mountain region are already, and 
many more might easily be, supplied 
with pure spring water from a neigh- 
boring mountain or hillside. Every 
farm home _ should have its never- 
failing abundance of pure, clean wa- 
ter, both hot and cold. Every farm 
house should have its bathroom and 
water closet and lavatory; every 
kitchen a hot water tank and sink. 
During this time of prosperity, of the 
presence of which we are daily re- 
minded in the newspapers, these and 
other conveniences and comforts s0 
lacking in the country plans should 
be provided if practicable. It is far 
more conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of the family (at least it 
ought so to be) to be supplied with all 
such conveniences, than to put the 
extra money in the bank to be drawn 
upon mainly to buy more mules and 
more land in order to make more Ccot- 
ton to sell for more money with which 
to buy more mules and more land—and 
so on forever and ever. 

It “does me good” to see new resi- 
dence buildings going up in the coun- 
try; to see the white walls and green 
blinds and broad verandas; the neatly- 
trimmed shrubbery and grassy lawns, 
Why not have as nice houses (within 
one’s ability), as attractive surround- 
veniences, within and without, in 
country as in city? Yes, why not? I 
don't know any good reason why it 
should not be so—provided the farmer 
is able to supply them. a 

But “to return to our mutton. 
Every farmer should be ashamed not 
to supply those little comforts and 
conveniences that are compassed with- 
in his own manual skill, aided by a 
handsaw and square, ‘hatchet and 
auger, hammer and nails and a few 
pieces of lumber from the sawmill. 
Every farm house has got to be sup- 
plied, in some sort of fashion, with 
fuel for heating and cooking, Why 
not make a job of it and at some con- 
venient season, say immediately after 
the bulk of the cotton crop has been 
harvested, or at any more availabie 
time have cut and hauled to the yard 
and cut up and split to proper size and 
length all the fuel needed for at least 
a six months’ period, stored under 
shelter and within easy reach of a 
few steps and willing arms and hands. 
lil venture to say that many &@ man 
has been neglecting these things and 
permitting his wife and little ones to 
shiver as the afternoon wanes and the 
sun is sinking down into the chilly 
shades of evening, waiting for the 
strong arm of husband and father or 
lazy Sambo to come from the field and 
“get some wood to make 4 fire.

CHANGING MILKING HOUR ON SUN- 
DAY. : 

j Williamson, Atlanta, Ga.—I am 
po, to see to see that you are going to 
carry out the idea which Il proposed to 
Mr. Clark Howell, concerning — 
for each month for gardener an 
farmer.

7 arould you mind mentioning for my 
benefit whether it would do any harm 
to a cow whichis milked and fed about 
5:30 p. m., on week days, to be milked 
and fed about 3 p. m. on Sundays, 
instead of at 5:30? The morning milk- 
ing ts at about 7. 

Answer: I think it is generally con- 
ceded that any irregularity in the 
hours of milking has the effect of re- 
ducing the richness of the milk. The 
ideal rule on the subject is to milk at 
the same hour of the clock, morning 
and night, so as to make the Iinter- 
val betwen milkings exactly twelve 
hours. This rule, however, is not gen- 
erally observed by dairymen, other 
considerations, the train schedules and 
the like. being considered sufficient 
justification for departing from such 
rule, some making one interval 11 or 
11% hours and the other 12% or 13 
hours. In the case of very heavy milk- 
ers, or when competing for a _ prize, 
the custom is to observe the rule to let 
12 hours, exactly, intervene between 
milkings. Whatever the rule it should 
be carefully observed. Under ordinary 
circumstances, I do not believe that a 
change of 2% hours in the time of Sun- 
day afternoon milking would work 
anything more serious than a small loss 
of butterfats at the deferred milkings 
(next mornings). What it would 
amount to I am not prepared to say, 
having no figures at hand.

W. H. Stephens, Danielsville, Ga.— 
Last spring I carried a yearling,cow to 
a neighbor's pasture and let it stay a 
month or two; since I brought it 
home I find my cows have ticks on 
them, They don’t look like the tick 
that used to be on cows; I do not 
know whether they are the Texas tick 
or not. Anyway, what can I put on 
them to take them off? 

Answer—It is quite probable that 
the ticks are cattle ticks. You can 
easily free them of ticks by going 
over them twice a week and picking or 
scraping off all the larger ones. You 
may grease the infested portions of 
the bodies with almost any kind of 
grease, say four parts axle grease 
and one part kerosene. Of course, 
they will continue to get ticks on 
them so long as they run in the pas- 
ture, until the ticks in the pasture 
shall be all exhausted or until hard 
freezing weather. Cattle ticks do not 
breed on the cattle, but the large ticks 
(females) drop off, lay thelr eggs to 
the number of 1,500 to 2,500, and these 
soon hatch (in mild weather) and lie 
in wait to get on the next cow, or 
horse or mule. that may come within 
their reach. They make their entire 
growth on the animal to which they 
attach themselves. 


DIARRHEOEA OF MARE. 

E. C. Lee, Loraine, Texas—Please 
give me a remedy for my mare. She 
has the scours, or what some call 
chronic diarrhoea, and ahs become poor 
and hidebound. The man of whom I 
got her said she had been in this con- 
dition all the year. I have had her 
about one month, and can’t cure her 
bowels. She has a good appetite, and 
seems to be alright every other way. 
She is about twelve years old. Please 
answer, and oblige a subscriber. 

Answer—Your mare possibly is what 
is sometimes called “washy,” a consti- 
tutional weakness not absolutely cur- 
able. She may also be wormy, a condl- 
tion you should be able to detect. Care- 
ful feeding and watering are more im- 
portant as a corrective than anything 
else. She now has indigestion. Treat 
as follows: Give a drench of 1% pints 
of raw linseed oil. When it has done 
its work mix together 4 ounces each 
of powdered saltpeter and copperas, 
and divide into 24 powders. Boil a tea- 
cup of flaxseed into a pulp, with 1 or 
2 gallons of water, and while hot pour 
it over half pail of bran and make a 
mash of it. When cool put in one of 
the powders. Give one powder daily 
as directed, and continue for several 
weeks, if necessary. 

Give the best of food; always feed 
regularly three times a day, giving 
most of the grain at the night feed. 
Always give water before feeding. See 
if she is lousy. 

“JAPAN CLOVER,” OR LESPEDEZA 
STRIATA. 

T. J. Dumas, Atlanta, Ga.—Please ex- 
amine enclosed weed. It is getting 
scattered all over my lawn, and wher- 
ever it grows it kills out the grass. 
Please let me know what it is, and if 
there is any chance to destroy it, and 
how to destroy it. By so doing you 
will greatly oblige. 

Answer—tThe plant sent is lespedeza 
striata, commonly known as “Japan 
clover,” and I had supposed that prac- 
tically every farmer was familiar with 
its name and habits. It is a legume, 
and makes a very nutritious hay, and 
s a good grazing plant. It is very 
aggressive and will slowly spread (by 
means of its seed), and push out other 
grasses—even bermuda. Being an an- 
nual, dying down root and branch every 
winter, and coming up from the seed 
the next spring, it is not difficult to 
destroy. It is only necessary to plow 
it up any time after all the seeds come 
up, and before October, and harrow 
so as to kill the plant.
